O s h k o s h , Jan. 18.—On Friday loot the 
G a z ette published a brief dispatch from 
Oshkosh, to the effect that the family of 
John Yiskow, residing near this city, had 
all been murdere I and their buildings 
burned to the ground. The Yiskow fam­ 
ily consisted of the husband and father, 
John Yiskow, about Oil years of age, his 
wife, and a daughter. Lena, about 18 
years of age. 
In the smoldering ruins of 
the house the charred remains of a w.na­ 
an were found by the neighbors that 
first discovered tho tire, which 
were 
supposed 
to 
be 
the 
remains 
of 
Mrs. 
Viskow. 
In 
the 
ruins 
of the burned bara were found a human 
skull, a thigh bone, aud other recent re­ 
mains of a human frame, that were be- 
lieA'cd to be the remnants of John Yis- 
kow’s body. At first it avos supposed that 
some person or l o o n s uuklo.va had 
committed this bloody deed of murder 
and arson with the hope of gain, but 
since that terrible night a different and 
more rational theory has been formed, 
and a valuable witness has appeared in 
the case. 
It is almost certain now that 
John Viskow was himself the murderer 
of Ids wife, tho att empted murderer of 
his daughter, Lena; and that he ended 
his life in the barn aft *r setting tiro to all 
the 
buildings 
on 
the 
premises. 
Yiskow is described as a man of the 
most 
viole.it 
and 
ungovernable 
temper -morose, quarrelsome, and sul­ 
len,—with whom his wife and family 
were often at variance. 
H is daughter, 
Lena, was engaged to a young man 
named August Frank, who had leased 
tin* farm, aud it is said tin* old man had 
liecoiue dissatisfied with th** terms of the 
lease, and on one occasion told a neighbor 
that th** family was conspiring against 
him, and req u ited if anything liefell 
him that lie (the neighing) won kl see 
that justice was done. On the night of 
the tragedy Frank was absent, and has 
not yet returned. 
When the neighbors were attracted to 
th** Viskow place by the burning build­ 
ings, they found Lena staggering about 
in the snow in an insensible condition, 
lier clothes on fir**, and several ugly 
gashes on lier head that were apparently 
made by a club or a blunt instillment. 
She is not yet sufficiently recovered to 
tell any logical or coherent story of what 
she knows. 
Her disconnected story is 
that her father killed her mother, at­ 
tempted to kiM her, and set the house on 
tire.

In.use. and wandered about uutil discov­ 
ered by the neighbors. 
Concerning the 
so.Mini aet of tlu* frightful tragedy—the 
s ‘Ring of the other buihbngs on fir** and 
Hie suicide of lier father— if course she 
knows nothing, but all that rests on cir­ 
cumstantial evidence. In a few days it is 
hoped that Lena w*H be sufficiently re­ 
covered to testify intelligently lioforo the 
coroner’s jury. 
The tragedy is one of the most bloody 
and revolting that were ever enacted 
within the limits of the state, aud it is 
highly probable that John Yiskow was 
insane at the time the foul act was per- 
(ictrated.
